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A public event is scheduled here at the Museum that I believe will 
be of interest to you^ and I write to extend a cordial invitation 
to you to attend. On Saturday^ January 21^ 1978^ there will be an 
all -day symposium on the subject of the current educational exhibition^ 

THE PUBLIC MONUMENT AND ITS AUDIENCE. Both the exhibition and the 
symposium are supported by a generous grant from the Ohio Program in 
the Humanities. 

Like the exhibition^ the symposium will explore the political^ economic^ 
and aesthetic questions raised by art in public places: who chooses it^ 
who pays for it^ who judges it^ who responds to it^ and why? The four 
panelists are: Edward Larrabee Barnes^ architect; Hilton Kramer^ 
art critic^ The New York Times ; Seth Taft^ president of the Board of 
County Commissioners^ Cuyahoga County; and Sherman E. Lee^ director of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art. Adele Z. Silver^ arts editor of WKYC-TV 
and editor of education publications at the Museum^ will be moderator. 

At the morning session^ from 10:00 am to noon^ each panelist will present 
his point of view. The afternoon session will resume at 2:00 pm^ for public 
discussion and debate on issues raised by the exhibition and by the 
morning session. I hope you will be able to attend at least part of the 
symposium^ and I would be especially pleased if you are interested in 
raising questions at the afternoon session.
